Pink Bollworm 
Eradication 
Program Moving 


SACRAMENTO - A co- 
ordinated campaign to sup- 
press the pink bollworm 
of cotton, with the hope 
of eventually eradicating 
it, has been approved by the 
State Director of Agri- 
culture’s Cotton Pest Con- 
trol Advisory committee. 

The Committee action 
followed the signing by 
Governor Ronald Reagan 
of legislation by State As- 
semblyman Victor V. Vey- 
sey of Imperial county 
which appropriated $650,- 
000 to the State deépart- 
ment toagriculture for pink 
bollworm control. 

Assemblyman Veysey 
met with the Committee 
and explained that the leg- 
islation had been signed 
by Governor Reagan as an 
emergency measure and 
provides immediate funds 
to support the statewide 
campaign against the pink 
bollworm. 

The Veysey bill also 
authorizes a fee of up to 50 
cents per bale of cotton to 
be paid by cotton growers 
to the State for pink boll- 
worm eradication in future 
years. 

The all-out drive against 
the pink bollworm will in- 
volve participation of the 
U.S. department of agri- 
culture, the California de- 
partment of agriculture, 
the County departments of 
agriculture represented by 
County Agricultural com- 
missioners of the cotton 
counties, and by the cotton 
industry.

The cooperative, with 
leased office space and sale 
facilities at the Tulare 
County Farm Bureau live- 
stock yards in Visalia, now 
has 365 members. Con- 
signments are. being 
received from a seven- 
county area: San Luis 
Obispo, Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, Kern, Kings, 
Fresno, and Tulare. 

“*We believe we are fill- 
ing a real need for 
producers of commercial 
hogs,’’ says Axie Morgan, 
of Visalia, chairman of the 
board of directors of the 
Visalia Hog Market. 

Morgan states that man- 
agement policy is tocharge 
the smallest possible 
handling commission - now 
three per cent - so thata 
maximum amount of money 
goes to the consignor at 
time of sale. 

‘‘Unlike some coopera- 
tives, we try to hold re- 
volving funds at a bare 
minimum,’’ Morgan says. 
‘‘By doing this we believe 
we have paid our consign- 
ing members approximate- 
ly $10,000 above what they 
would have received for the 
same number of hogs sold 
under the former 
marketing setup that was 
available in this area, 
while, at the same time,
